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PREF^ACE. 


Just  one  year  ago  my  first  annual  report  was  issued,  and  I  promised 
then,  I  would  try  and  issue  this,  the  seeond  by  July  21st,  [U07.  I  have 
tried  very  hard  to  keei3  that  promise. 

At  the  time  the  first  report  was  issued,  or  prior  thereto,  very  little 
was  known  of  the  Capewell's  or  Capwell's;  most  families  not  knowing 
nor  ever  having  heard  of  anyone  hy  the  name  except  tliemselves:  and 
to  them  the  first  annual  report  was  (iuite  a  revelation.  'J'liis  is  attested 
by  tlie  many  letters  which  have  l)e('n  sent  in.  Othei-  families  had  heard 
in  a  vague  way  of  some  out!,  somewhere  by  their  name,  wondered  for  a 
while,  and  let  their  curiosity  die  out,  which  fortunately,  has  been  re- 
aroused  by  these  reports. 

T  have  l)een  V(,'ry  much  encouraged  by  the  numerous  letters  received 
from  all  over  the  world:  letters  which  arc  full  of  enthusiasm,  letters 
which  breathe  of  the  deep  interest  and  expectancy  of  the  writers  as  to  the 
future  of  these  reports:  lettci-s,  too,  that  not  only  contained  all  the  valu- 
able and  interesting  information  that  could  be  learned,  but  whicli  also 
contained  kindly  and  liberal  offers  of  pecuniary  assistance.  In  two  in- 
stances I  found  it  necessary  to  return  the  cash  that  had  been  sent  in  for 
some  extra  copies.  A  ])oor  little  crippled  Capcwell  girl  sent  a  dollar  for 
a  copy  for  a  friend,  and  a  man  who  had  married  the  daughter  of  a  Cape- 
well  girl  sent  in  a  dollar,  which  wci-e  l)oth  returned.  Of  coin-se,  T  merely 
cite  these  instances  to  show  the  gr<'at  interest  being  manifested  in  tlie 
work,  r  camiot  help  mentioning  here  that  1  have  since  had  som(;  very 
i  interesting  and  encouraging  cornspondence  with  the  little  girl   mentioned 

[  above. 

Some  of  those  correspondents  who  have  written  kindly  letters  of   en- 
[  couragement  and  appre<'iation   were  not    aware    that    some    of    the    very 

I  connnonplace  and  appai-cntly  insignificant  things  they  were  saying  could 

I  be  of  any  possible  value;  and  will  be  somewhat  surprised  to  find  portions 

I  or  all  of  their  letti'rs  c[Uoted  in  diiferent  sections  of  tliis    report.       Some- 

I  times  it  is  only  an  incident:  the  name  of  a  place  or  person,  in  fact,  even 

}  a  date,  when  compared  with  information  T  am  receiving   from    all    over 

the  world,  fills  in  a  very  important  missing  link. 

I  also  find  that  some  are  veiy  careless  about  tlieir  blank  forms  and 
I  do  not  bother;  others  hesitate  to  write  for  various  reasons:  possibly  their 

intentions  are  good,  but  they  j^ut  the  matter  off'  from  time  to  time. 
There  are  also  some  who  depend  upon  others  to  write;  such  as  very  old 
people,  etc. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  people  in  this  report  whose  address  I 
haven't  got,  and  there  are  lots  of  dates  of  V)irths,  deaths   and    marriages 
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iiliio  iniHsing.     'I'liosc;  wlioni  it  cunccriis  will   please^  take  iioticc'  and  sfiid 
in  tlic  infurniation  ay  .soon  a.s  i)().ssiblo. 

'I'lic  last  iHipurt  wan  coinpused  mostly  uf  American  Capcwclls,  and  1 
am  more  than  pleased  with  tlie  progress  miich;  in  the  past  year;  I'oi',  as 
this  report  will  easily  sliow,  the  J']nglish  CapewelTs  are  now  taking  a 
deep  interest,  and  are  well  rex^i't^'^^^'i^ted,  they  heing  in  the  niiijority. 

The  Capwell's,  it  will  he  found,  are  also  well  repi'esented,  they  too 
having  hi'en  aroused  to  gicat  activity  through  our  lirst  ainiual  report. 

Ivight  here  1  would  like  to  state  that  the  reader  will  proha])ly  lind 
many  things  which  are  of  no  interest  to  him;  hut  1  heg  you  not  tu  forget 
that  it  is  of  intL'rest  to  some  one  else,  and  that  wdnch  you  might  consider 
the  most  intta'esling  and  valuahle  to  you,  may  he  no  more  intei'esting  to 
others  than  the  article  you  have  passed  was  to  you. 

This  report  is  treatecj  somewhat  dirferently  from  the  last.  Tlie 
names  are  all  in  alphahi'tical  orflci-,  including  men,  women  and  childreqi. 

The  Capwell's  follow  the  Capewell's  in  the  sann'  order,  and  then 
follows  the  other  subjects,  in  such  subjects  as  iiirths,  Deaths  and  Mar- 
riag(^s,  bt)th  ('apewell's  and  ('apwell's  are  ti'cated  under  one  head. 

There  are  a  great  many  names,  particularly  of  the  American  ('a])e- 
welTs  and  a  numbei- of  subjects  treated  in  the  last  annual  re])ort  which 
art?  not  mentioned  in  this,  foi'  the  reason  that  no  additiomd  information 
has  been  receive<l  conceriung  them;  and  those  mentioiie<l  in  this  will  not 
be  mentioned  in  the  ne.xt  unless  additional  important  information  should 
be  received  concerning  them. 

1  have  already  received  a  lai'ge  number  of  re(iuests  foi"  exti'a  co|)ies 
of  the  first  annual  report,  l)Ut  as  thei-e  wei'c  only  (hi-ee  hundred  issued, 
every  one  has  been  dispose<l  of,  and,  unfortunately,,  it  is  impossible  for 
me  to  furnish  even  tluMiew  Capewell's  who  ai"e  being  discovered  with 
a-  copy.  If  some  of  those  who  fe(d  that  they  have  one  to  spai'c  will  kindly 
send  it  in,  it  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  those  who  hav<'n't  any. 

Notwithstanding  that  great  care  was  taken  in  the  compilation  of  the 
lt)()(>  report,  Some  I'rrors  naturally  cre])t  in;  possibly  on  account  of  the 
infancy  of  the  work.  It  speaks  well  authentically  that  so  few  errors  have 
been  discovere(l  at  this  late  date,  as  the  following  coi-rcctions  will  show:

Dear  Sii*: 
Firstly,  let  me  thank  you  for  your  very  i)ractical  interest  in  the 
(yapewell  family.     I  hav(^  often  wanted  to  know  something  about  it,   but 
could  not  get  on  to  any  line  that  seemed  to  give  information. 

The  interest,  from  the  standpoint  of  obtaining  real  infornuition  Ijere, 
was  a  little  too  late,  as  my  father,  who  was  the  head  of  our  little  circle, 
of  Capiiwell's,  died  ;nst  Decendjer,  1004,  aged  12. 

His  father  was  John  ('apewell,  a  Sheflield  cutler.  Here  we  seem  to 
sti(;k.  He  (John)  was  the  son  of  a  Capewell  who  lived  at  Eyam,  about 
1()  miles  from  Shelfield:  I  cannot  find  th(3  C-hristian  nanui  of  this  man, 
but  he  undoubtedly  h'ft  his  wife  and  went  to  America.  My  mother  has 
in  her  possession  a  minature  on  ivory  of  tins  said  gentleman,  which  was 
sent  to  my  grandfather  from  America.  1  hope  to  l)e  able  to  send  you  a 
photograph  of  the  minature;  also  repnxluction  of  photo  of  John  (My 
grandfatlier),  George  (My  father),  myself  and  children.  I  hope,  by  the 
bye,  you  will  not  think  tliis  very  egotistic;  but  1  thought  perhai)S  you 
might  be  starting  a  (/apewell  album. 

hi  your  report  you  have  it  that  Sheflield  is  in  Staffordshire:  that  is 
not  so,  it  is  in   Yorkshire. 
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My  father  used  to  tell  that  his  father,  when  a  lad,  was  out  to  Blief- 
field  and  it  was  not  until  seventeen  years  of  age  or  so,  that  he  found 
where  his  mother  lived.  She  had  married  again,  to  a  man  called  Wriglit, 
and  is  huried  in  Old  Brampton  Churchyard,  near  Chesierlield.  1  \vt  lit 
(jver  to  Old  lirampton,  hut  could  not  verify  it  from  the  hooks. 

When  I  get  a  little  more  data,  which  I  hope  to  from  your  admirahle 
puhlication,  1  shall  endeavor  to  trace  a  little  more.  My  great  grandfather 
had  some  connection  with  LoiuK^n,  hut  information  on  this  point  is  so 
vague  that  one  cannot  get  a  clue. 

Again  thanking  you  for  the  interest  you  have  aroused  in  our  family,

During  tlu;  past  3H'ar  I  have  done  my  vory  best  to  keep  my  pi'omise 
to  the  Capwell's,  to  gather  tlieii-  history  and  ineoi'porate  tin"  sami'  with 
that  of  the  Capewell's.  How  well  I  have  succeeded  may  easily  he  Si-cii 
hy  invading  tlie  records  as  they  ai'e  here  reproduced. 

i  have  tried  to  gather  and  record  faithfully  and  conscientiously  any 
and  ev».'ry thing  in  the  nature  of  a  record  that  would  he  of  the  least  inter- 
est to  the  C/apwcll's;  and  have  given  as  much  time  and  attention,  if  not 
more,  to  the  gathering  of  their  history  than  that  of  our  o^vn.  The  result, 
as  endxKlied  in  tliis  report,  is  vei'y  gratifying  to  uie,  and  1  i'l'cl  conlidcnt 
will  l)e  appreciated  hy  all  concerned.  it  might  not  he  amiss  for  me  lo 
mention  the  many  letters  of  appreciation  and  congratulation  that  1  ha^e 
received  since  the  last  report,  from  Capwell's  all  ovei-  the  countj-y:  they 
have  encouraged  me  very  much  towards  greater  efforts  in  tliis  work,  and 
I  feel  that  [  have  l)een  amply  repaid  for  any  time  and  trouhle  that  was 
expended. 

William  Harrison  Capwell  oncc^  said,  among  otluM-  things,  ''Two 
l)i'others— sailors,  it  in  said,  landed  fi'om  a  Ficnch  ship  in  Rhode  Island, 
some  time  hefore  the  Revolutionai'y  W^ar."  Those  are  hut  a  few  appar- 
ently insignificant  words,  hut  it  is  well  they  wei-e  i-ecoi-ded,  for  they  may 
yet  prove  true;  as  we  have  tlu;  x>ositive  oflicial  records  of  two  men,  osten- 
sihly  brothers,  which  rccoi'ds  date;  hack  as  far  as  17<)]. 

All  th(;  Capwell's  ill  Amei'ica  have  seemingly  descended  from  these 
two  men;  and  they  can  well  afford  to  he  proud  of  their  ancestry  as  these; 
rt'cords  will  very  readily  prove.  Samuel,  we  do  not  know  mucdi  about, 
and  tlie  writer  has  not  met  with  any  Capwell's  now  liA'ing  who  are  de- 
scendants of  him,  although  we  may  yet  find  some. 

It  is  with  Stephen,  1st,  of  \Varwi<*k,  a  brother  to  the  above  with 
whom  we  must  deal  and  wdio  seems  to  be  tlie  progenitor  of  all  those  Cap- 
well's  whom  \ve  have  found  to  date. 

Were  it  necessary  to  riily  upon  Stei)hen's  records  alone,   they  would 
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be  suiiicicnt  to  Haunt  boldly  in  tlio  faces  of  the  bluest  blood  in  America: 
for  Stephen  was  an  bonest  man,  a  sailor,  a  farmer,  a  freeman  and  a  cit- 
izen in  tlie  earliest  days  of  the  American  Nation. 

On  the  (>Lh  of  May,  l7)>o — yes  1735!  the  year  that  gave  l)irth  to  such 
distinguished  personng''S  as  John  Adams  who  aftei'wai'ds  became  the 
second  President  of  the  United  States;  Daniel  ]>C)one,  the  great  American 
Pioneer  and  Paul  Revei-e,  the  renowned  American  Patriot.  John  Wesley, 
the  founder  of  IMethodism,  set  sail  for  America,  John  Harrison,  of  Lon- 
don invented  the  first  time-piece  or  watch;  and  two  expeditions  were  sent 
out  from  France  to  ascertain  tlu;  figure  of  the  earth— are  some  of  the 
notable  events  which  occui-red  this  year. 

At  that  time  the  immortal  (ieorge  Washington,  "The  father  of  his 
country,'^  was  (ndy  two  and  a  quartei*  years  old,  and  the  illustrious  Pcn- 
jamin  Franklin  was  then  a  young  man  of  about  twenty-nine  and  it  is 
quite  possible  that  Stephen  Capwell  was  round  about  the  same  age;  for 
his  daughter,  Lydia  M.,  was  married  in  1748,  according  to  the  recoids  of 
Rhode  Island. 

At  this  time  America  was  very  thinly  settled:  the  colonists  were  hav- 
ing considerable  trouble  with  tlu^  Indians;  and  it  was  at  tbis  time,  May 
6th,  17;)5,  that  Stephen  Capwell  was  admitted  as  freeman,  or,  as  we  call 
it  now,  naturalized,  made  a  citizen,  of  this  great  country:- — liut  no!  it 
was  not  yet  a  country.     See  the  ollicial  record  quoted  below:

Steplien  the  1st  also  had  another  son  whose  name  it  has  as  yet  been 
impossil)le  to  learn  and  who  Avas  the  father  of  James  of  the  American 
Revolution. 

The  wa)'  records  of  James  and  his  brothers,  Jeremiah,  Peter  and 
('aleb,  that  is,  James'  and  Jeremiah's  records  will  be  found  in  "Ofiicial 
War  Records"  of  this  i-cpor( ;  of  Peter  and  Caleb  very  little  is  known. 
l\'ter  is  mentioned  in  "ArnohPs  Vital  Statistics  of  Rhode  Island"  under 
"Pensions,"  (See  "Ollieial  War  Records"  this  report.)  and  Caleb  is 
mentioned  in  CowelPs  "7()"  a  copy  of  which  is  reproduced  below.

"Norman  Puther  (^ai)Well,  10  years  of  age,  was  accidentally  shot  and 
almost  instantly  killed  with  a  huUet  from  a  gun  in  the  hands  of  his  bro- 
ther, Clarke  A.  (^ipwell,  aged  14,  in  a  barn  in  the  rear  of  the  Capwell 
home,  171  Arnold  Avenue,  Fdgewood,  a  few  mimites  biforc  4. IK)  o'(4ock 
yesterday  afternoon.  Medical  Fxaminer  A.  11.  Pongfcdlow,  after  iiupiir- 
ing  into  the  circumstances  of  the  shooting,  (•llicially  declared  death  due  to 
accident  and  gave  permission  for  the  removal  (»f  the  body  by  an  under- 
takir. 
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The  victim  was  one  of  t\\v  live  (.'hildren  of  William  A.  Capwrll,  man- 
ager of  the  Olneyville  branch  of  tlie  Union  Trust  ('ompaiiy.  The  jjromi- 
nence  of  the  family,  which  is  well  known  in  the  l^^dgcwood  section, 
caused  news  of  the  tragedy  to  spread  rajndly  thj-oughont  that  i)ortii)n  of 
the  city's  sul)in-hs. 

The  two  hoys,  with  the  aid  of  Granville  Wilcox  and  IMchard  Dennis, 
two  otlun-  lads  of  about  the  same  age,  wei'c  engaged  in  I'igging  up  a 
"spring  gun"  in  the  bai-n  with  which  to  shoot  rats.  A  string  had  been 
attached  to  tlie  trigger  of  a  .22-calabre  20-sliot  magazine  I'ille  and  after 
tlie  latter  had  been  so  j)laced  in  a  gun  rest  made  of  nails  driven  into  the 
barn  lloor  in  such  a  way  that  the  nrnzzle  was  ti'ained  upon  a  i"at  hoh^ 
aci'oss  the  area  the  string  was  passed  tli rough  an  eyelet  in  a  stall  post 
against  which  the  l)utt  rested  and  thence  through  a  hole  in  the  ceiling, 
through  which  tlie  boys  were  to  watch  for  the  api)earance  of  the  rat  from 
the  lloor  above.

At  the  timeof  the  accident  Clarke  C'apAvell  was  working  over  the  con- 
trivance, while  his  brother,  Norman,  and  the  other  two  boys  Avere  at  a 
little  distance  away,  though  not  in  line  with  the  I'at  hole.  Clarke  says  he 
thought  all  three  of  the  boys  were  standing  to  the  I'ight  of  the  directicai  in 
whicli  tlie  rifh'  was  pointing,  but  it  so  happened  that  Noiinan  had  shifted 
his  position  without  being  noticed  by  his  l)i"othe]',  so  that  he  stood  on  the 
h-ft  of  the  line  of  lire. 

CUarke  lifted  the  ritle  from  its  resting  place  to  see  that  it  was  in  proj)er 
working  order.  As  an  extra  measure  of  lU'ccaution  lie  swung  the  muz/le 
to  the  left,  believing  that  his  brother  and  the  others  were  still  standing 
on  his  right.  This  very  a(;tion  brought  about  the  fatality,  however,  for 
as  he  turned  the  rille  to  the  left  the  string  that  was  fastened  to  the  trigger 
tightened  and  the  rifle  was  discharged. 

Nortnan  Oapwell  ha[)p  mkmI  at  that  moment  to  l)e  dii-ectly  in  the  new 
line  of  lire.  The  bullet  struck  him  full  in  the  forehead  just  above  the 
l)ack  of  the  right  eye.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  he  was  of  shorter  stature 
than  his  bi'other  the  ball  struck  him  scjuarely  and  instead  of  glancing  it 
penetrated  the  brain.  The  little  fellow  fell  to  the  Hoor  motionless,  while 
his  companions  gazed  in  momentary  horror  at  the  spectacle. 

AVOUND    PKOVFS    FATAL. 

The  alarm  Avas  immediately  given  and  messengers  were  sent  for  Dr. 
William  J.  Burgi;  of  IS  1  Albert  avenue.  Dr.  Kurge  was  away  and  his 
nephew.  Dr.  (diaries  Mathewson,  responded  and  together  with  Dr.  Fiank 
A.  Fearney,  Avho  also  was  summoned,  afforded  what  relief  tlu-y  could.  A 
hasty  exatnination  indicated  the  fatal  nature  of  the  wound,  however,  and 
death  ensued  but  a  few  moments  after  the  arrival  of  tlu'  ])liysicians  and 
within  ten  minutes  after  the  time  of  the  shooting  without  the  victim  hav- 
ing regained  ciuisciousness. 

Mr.  and  !\[rs.  Capw^ll,  the  parents,  were  away  from  liouK^  at  the 
time,  l)ut  the  little  fellow's  grandmother,  who  was  in  the  liouse,  hastened 
into  the  barn  and  threw  Jierself  upon  { he  prostrate  form  in  a    paroxysm 
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of  grief.  Slie  ivfuscd  to  he  comfoi-ti'd  niid  clung  to  tlic  body  of  tlic  victiin 
until  wonio  of  tho  women  present,  with  the  jiid  of  patroliuan  Miller  (»f  the 
Edgewood  police  station,  forced  hi'r  to  arise  and  assisted  her  to  the  honse. 

(Marke  Oapwell,^  who  was  made  thi-ough  force  oF  ciicnmstances  a 
party  to  the  unfortunate  affair,  knelt  \)y  the  side  of  his  prostrate  brother 
and  implored  the  doctors  and  othei-s  U)  do  something  foi-  him.  \\'hen  lie 
finally  was  made  to  realize  that  hi.s  brother  was  beyond  human  aid,  he 
gav(!  a  eonvulsive  shndder  and  collapsed. 

Mrs.  ('apwell,  the  mother,  who  was  at  tin;  ollice  of  a  derdist,  was 
hastil}^  summoned  home  and  Nvhen  she  learned  upon  her  arrival  of  the  sad 
ealandty  that  liad  befallen  her  family,  she  also  b(<'ame  a  subject  for 
medical   attention. 

^lEDU'AI.    EXAISIINKH    NOTIFIED. 

The  body  of  the  victim  was  covered  with  a  carriage  robe,  and  remain- 
ed U[)()n  the  floor  of  the  barn  for  about  two  houi's,  [)ending  the  formality  of 
communicating  with  the  Medical  Examiner  and  getting  his  permission 
for  its  removal.  When  the  circumstanci  s  were  Irnally  explained  to  that 
oiriciaf,  the  desired  permission  for  turning  the  body  over  to  an  under- 
taker w^as  readily  granted,  ai-rangcments  being  made  for  an  oflicial  vi(\v 
of  th(j  body  later. 

The  rifle  with  wdiich  the  boys  were  experimenting  is  one  they  have 
used  during  the  sojoui-n  of  the  family  in  the  countr^^  in  New  Hampshire 
during  tlu^  summer  months,  but  they  have  nevir  liad  the  i)ri\ilege  of 
using  it  about  the  family's  city  home.  Monday  tlu-y  reeei\'(  d  ptrmission 
from  their  pa,reiits  to  use  the  riile  in  an  attempt  to  extermiiude  the  rats 
in  the  barn,  and  on  -Monday  evening  they  took  it  out  for  the  tirst  time 
and  cleaned  it  up,  preparatory  to  rigging  up  the  contrivance  yesterday. 

They  had  just  returned  rom  the  Edgewood  grammar  school,  where 
both  the  boys  attend,  and  were  about  to  commence  tlieii'  war  on  the 
rodents,  wdien  the  accident  happened. 

There  were  live  childi'cn  in  the  ('apwell  family,  three  boys  and  two 
girls,  ordy  one  of  whom,  a  boy,  is  the  junior  of  the  victim.  All  of  the 
boys  are  favorites  in  the  l^^dgewood  district,  where  they  are  ^\(■ll  known, 
and  the  aifair  cast  a  gloom  last  evening  over  the  entire  comnumity."

D(Mir  Friend : 

Your  kind  letter  reaehed  me  in  due  time  and  should  have 
been  answered  immediately,  hut  1  have  been  very  busy  getting  installed 
into  my  new  place  iind  neglected  until  now. 

I  journeyed  from  Pennsylvania  to  this  jjlace  the  first  week  in  Decem- 
ber, remained  here  a  few  days  and  then  went  back  home.  A  wreck  on. 
ttie  road  delayed  mv.  two  days  and  1  Avas  six  days  getting  from  Salt  Lake 
City  to  Dallas.  After  a  week  of  liai'd  work  J  started  for  here  and  was  five 
days  on  the  road.  You  may  immagine  how  near  played  out  1  felt  after 
the  nearly  seven  thousand  miles  travel,  and  1  assure  you  I  was  nearly 
down  sick  for  several  days.  lUit  J  am  feeling  well  now  and  I  have  hopes 
that  I  shall  be  benefited  by  this  pure  mountain  air.  1  have  been  troub- 
led for  several  years  with  bronchitis,  and  my  coming  here  was  to  get  rid 
of  tliat  if  possible. 

If  1  hatl  had  time  I  should  have  gone  to  J^hiladelphia,  but  it  was 
necessary  for  me  to  g(3t  hei-e  as  soon  after  tlie  1st  of  January  as  possible, 
and  I  could  not  spare  the  time.  I  hope,  however,  to  see  you  the  first 
time  I  come  east,  which  will  probably  be  within  a  year  or  two. 

I  am  afraid  1  shall  not  be  able  to  do  much  toward  looking  up  the 
history  of  our  family  now  that  1  am  out  here,  but  I  shall  still  have  an  in- 
terest in  it  and  will  try  to  bear  my  part  of  the  expense.  So  far  as  my 
great  grandmother's  name  is  concerned,  1  had  no  other  knowledge  of  it 
than  was  told  me  by  some  of  the  older  members  of  the  faniily,  and  I  pre- 
sume all  that  was  hearsay.  However,  1  can  remember  her  well,  although 
I  was  quite  a  small  boy  when  she  died.  My  mother  was  a  great  favorite 
of  hers  and  she  often  used  to  come  to  our  house  and  remain  several  days 
when  1  was  a  little  boy.  She  was  an  active  little  woman,  and  I  thought  a 
great  deal  of  her,  I  i)i-esume  because  she  petted  nie.  1  am  glad  you  liave 
been  able  to  get  some  light  on  the  subject;  and  I  shall  look  forward  to 
your  next  report  with  much  interest. 

From  what  you  write,  I  notice  that  the  Reynoldses  and  the  Capwells 
are  more  intimately  related  than  I  had  supposed;  although  I  have  often 
heard  it  remarked  by  the  older  ]»eo})le  that  the  Eeynoldses,  Capwells, 
Greens  and  Gardners  were  so  mixed  up  in  their  relationships  that  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  tell  how  nearly  related  they  were.  The  four  families 
came  from  Rhode  Island  at  nearly  the  same  time — the  Eeynoldses  first,  the 
Capwells  next,  and  the  Greens  and  (Jardners  a  little  later — and  there  not 
being  many  other  settlers  around  Factoryville,  they  intermarried  until 
nearly  all  of  the  third  and  fourth  generation  are  cousins  in  some  degree. 

Well,  I  must  close,  I  should  be  glad  to  have  you  come  out  into  this 
country  and  make  me  a  visit.  I  am  in  the  Bear  River  Valley,  about  seven - 
tyfive  miles  north  of  Salt  Lake  City.      Our  town  is  only  three  years  old, 
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but  has  some  four  liiiiidred  i)ea|)le  and  is"^rowiiig-  quite  nipidly. 

1  hitve  piu'cliased  the  rreiiiuntoji  Times,  iind  am  doing  what  I  can  to 
enlighten  the  woi'hl  with  a  small  country  })a{)er. 

This  is  a  wonderful  valley  where  irrigation  is  necessary;  but  tlie 
crops  beat  anything  1  ever  saw  in  the  east.  Wheat,  oats,  barley,  and  sugar 
beets  ai'e  the  principal  cro[)S.  Land  is  worth  fi'om  $50.00  an  acre  for  raw, 
uncultivated  land  to  $150.00  for  cultivated  laml  with  fences,  buildings, 
orchards,  &c.,  and  even  at  those  ])rices  the  farmers  are  nniking  money 
faster  than  any  placed  ever  lived  oi'  visited. 

I  left  my  wife  in  the  east  but  J  hope  to  Inive  her  come  here  in  the 
s[)ring,  or  as  soon  as  I  can  get  a  i)lace  to  live,  houses  being  a  scarce  article 
lu'j'e  this  winter.

2019  East  Ontario  Street,  Thiladel])hia,  Pennsyl- 
vania, U.  S.  A.     (See  -^W's") 

William  left  "Aleri-y  Old  England"  in  the  early  summer  of  1887,  to 
try  his  luck  in  an  entii'ely  (to  him)  new  and  untried  country.  To  be 
exacd,,  it  was  in  the  evening  at  foui'  o'clock,  just  as  the  sun  was  going- 
down,  that  the  good  old  steamship)  ('ity  of  Uome  left  her  wharf  at  Liver- 
pool with  William  and  his  faithful  wife,  Sarah,  and  their  tliree  children, 
two  boys.  William  and  Arthur,  and  one  girl,  Sarah,  This  was  on  June  8, 
1887,  twenty  years  ago.  On  the  17tli  of  June,  at  ten  o'elock  in  the  morn- 
ing, they  arrived  at  the  })ort  of  New  York  and  have  since  groA\n  quite 
pros])ei-ous  in  the  land  of  their  adoption. 

Here  also  is  a  Capewell  with  the  seed  of  migi'ation  within  him;  and, 
as  has  ali'eady  been  said,  the  day  may  come  when  Capewell's  will  be  found 
in  every  country  of  the  earth. 

Capew^ell's  In   South   A^fricei. 

T^here  appears  to  be  a  branch  of  the  Capewell's  in  South  Africa; 
according  to  a  letter  just  received  from  Mary  Elizabeth  (Capewell)  Eaw- 
lings,  datel,  Pinfold  Cottage,  Cavei'swall,  Stoke-on-Trent,  Staffordshire, 
England,  May  25,  1907,  of  whicdi  the  following  is  an  extract : 

"I  once  wi'ote  to  a  great  aunt  in  the  Orange   River  (Jolony,  on  seeing 
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the  death  of  my  fjitlier's  uncle  Samuel  in  the  paj)er,  about  six  or  seven 
years  ago,  and  I  got  a  nice  letter  back  froni  his  wife:  she  said  she  had 
sons  and  daughters.  I  lost  her  addrJss,  so  of  course  couUl  not  write  batd< 
again,     If  you  coukl  give  me  her  address,  I  shoukl  be  very  pleased." 

Tlijs  is,  I  think,  undis})utable  evidence  that  there  are  Capevvells  in 
South  Afrioa,  and  that  this  African  branch  of  Capevvetls  was  founded  by 
Samuel  (?). 

Mrs.  (Japewell  is  now  sup])osed  to  be  living,  and  if,  as  she  says,  she 
has  sons  and  daughtei's,  then  tlie  pros})ects  are  good  for  a  continuation  of 
Oapewells  in  tliat  country.  If  we  can  get  in  touch  with  Hum,  we  may 
here  have  an  oppoi'tunity  of  preventing  a  cliange  in  name  again.

"(Concerning  the  origin  of  the  name  there  can  now  he  nothing  l)ut 
conjectui'e,  hut  the  following  theory  ai)[)ears  to  l)ear  the  greatest  prohal)il- 
ity  <jf  truth.  There  were  Capells  in  the  Midlands,  in  the  time  of  (^ueen 
h^lizaheth,  as  is  proved  hy  tla^  wills  of  three  men  of  that  name,  deposited 
at  Lichtield  in  the  I'eign  of  James  1.  One  i^f  these  ('apells may  have  set- 
tled at  Era<lswell,  wdiei-(;  his  neighhoi'S,  accustomed  to  the  termination 
''well,"  would  lind  it  easier  to  pronounce  Oapewell  rather  than  the  cur- 
(-apell.  (.'ollateral  conlirmation  of  this  view  is  found  in  the  fact  that 
there  are  on  this  list  the  names  of  five  men  grandsons  of  a  man  named 
Oaple,  wVio  lived  in  Buckinghamshire,  whose  sons  having  moved  into 
Stalfordshire,  a  similar  change  of  name  occurred.

This,  as  Charles  William  has  stated,  shows  the  name  in  process  of  iv- 
oliition  in  at  least  one  family. 

Uenjamin  ("aple,  while  still  i-etaining  the  old  name  Caple,  apparently 
recognizes  the  rights  of  his  hrothers  and  sisters  under  the  name  of  Cajx'- 
wi'll.  Nan  (C^apewell)  Tnndy  also  ])ositively  uses  the  new  name,  not  only 
in  signing  herself,  hut  in  writing  ahont  the  otliei's  in  the   family.
